Extensive engineering operations are in pro- 
gress for the construction of a spacious new 
bridge over the River Bann at Coleraine, on 
the Midland (N.C.C.) railway system. The pre- 
sent curve, where the Derry line branches from 
the Portrush one is extremely sharp-—indeed the 
sharpest on the whole system. Also the 
gradients aro very steep, and the “ allotted 
span ” of life of the old bridge was in any event 
approaching its close. 
course- of completion is about 1,200 yards 3 


curve. It rises slightly to where it crosses the 
Milburn road, and drops towards the river, pass- 
ing over the new bridge joining the existing 
Derry line 200 yards beyond the river. 

A very considerable amount of embanking 
has been necessary. The method of construct- 
ing the embankment is one possessing numerous 
interesting technical features. First of all con- 
struction trestles had to be erected and the 
rails carried forward on same to allow trucks 
of filling material to be dumped. When the 
bank is -comp.ete the trestes gare with- 
drawn. Work was commenced on the. bank 
about the middle of May,

the Milburn road. Up to the present over 4,400 
waggon loads of material have been dumped, 
en-esenting appro imately 30,000 cubic yards. 
Something like two-thirds of the filling has thus 
been completed. The bridge across the Milburn 
road is an 80ft. span plate girder bridge, sup- 
plied and erected by Sir W. A. Armstrong, 
Whitworth and Co., Lid. . This bridze is now 
complete except for the concrete flooring. In 
the case of the bridge across the Bann there 
are nine fized plate girder spans of 75ft. each, 
one Strauss hascule span of 85ft., and a small 
fixed span of 20ft. at the counter-weight of the

TWO MOTOR GARAGES 
DESTROYED. 

Two ‘big fires, which are attributed to in- 
cendiaries, occurred early yesterday morning at 
Dungiven, County Derry. 

The first, which was discovered at 1 o'clock, 
destroyed Mesers. Hamilton's motor garage and 
hve or six cars which were in it at the time. 
The damage ‘is estimated at £4,000. 

The second fire oceurred at 4.30 in Mr.

Proposals for the formation of the 
“Royal Ulster Constabulary”? were dis- 
cussed yesterday in the Parliament of 
Northern Ireland: The Government's 
Police Committee recommends that this 
force shal] be established before the end of 
May, when the disbandment of the Royal 
Irish Constabulary will be complete. The 
Committee's plan -seems to be well 
adapted to the needs of the six-county 
area, It provides for a new police force 
of some three thousand men, of whom 
two-thirds will be Protestants and one- 
third Roman Catholics. Religious classi- 
fication in matters of this sort is nearly 
always objectionable; but recent events 
indicate that, for the time being, it is a 
necessity in Northern Ireland. If we 
grant the necessity, it will be admitted 
that the proportions struck by the Com- 
mittee are not unfair and ought to secure 
the support of all creeds and classes for 
the new police.
